Beyer et al. does not show where Ld is a distance from the drain terminals of the 
first and second FET's, (1-x)Ld, 0<x<1 , is a length of the first and third drain lines, 
xLd,0<x<1, is a length of the second and fourth drain lines, and first additional 
capacitance is located a distance xLd from the drain terminal of the first FET and a 
distance (1-x)Ld from the drain terminal of the second FET, and the second additional 
capacitance is located a distance xLd from the drain terminal of the second FET.
